Mr. H. B. FIETCHEB of the Bureau called and made reference 
to our letter of 12/9/49, which recommended that the captioned confi- 
dential informant be discontinued. Mr. PLETCHEB stated that the 
Bureau desired to go along with the recommendations of the Pittsburgh 
Office, and he instructed that we discontinue CVETIC as an informant 
of this office immediately. He said to get rid of him as quietly 
as possible, and requested that we determine whether CVETIC has any 
objection to our turning his name over to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service for possible use as a witness in deportation 
hearings now pending. 




Mr. PLETCHEB also remarked that while the Bureau desired 
that CVETIC be discontinued immediately,, he was aware that such ac- 
tion might take thirty days to accomplish jt&L discontinuance in an 
appropriate manner. 

I informed Mr. PLETCHEB that the Bureau would be apprised 
of the- action taken in this case.

This memorandum is submitted to account for the reported eighty pounds 
of material re The American Slav Congress and The Civil Rights Congress 
which newspaper reports indicate captioned informant furnished to the 
House Committee on Un-American Activies* 1 

It is noted, as reflected in Serial 294 of instant file, that CVETIC, 
of his own volition, telephonically contacted the writer on February 
1, 1950, subsequent to his discontinuance by this office* During the 
course of conversation on that date, CVETIC stated that within a few 
days he intended to *clean out" the American Slav Congress files at 
943 Liberty Avenue and destroy same; that if this office had any use 
for these files, which he' described as u old stuff 1 * and u junk** , he would 
furnish same* The writer advised CVETIC that this office was interested 
in this material and would be glad to accept same if 'he would make it 
available voluntarily* ( It is noted that the Bureau had advised at the 
time of CVETIC* s discontinuance that no further contact was to be aodght 
with him. •) 



CVETIC stated that he would secure the above material within a few days 
and that he would thereafter contact, this office and arrange to turn same 
over to this office* It is noted that CVETIC made no further contact 
with the writer,' telephonically or otherwise, after February 1, 1950. 



It is further noted that on no occasion, after his discontinuance on 
January 23, 1950, did this writer seek further contact with CVETIC « 
this policy being in accord with Bulet to Pittsburgh, 1-18-50. The 
telephonic contact on February 1,-1950 as well as those contacts on 
January 25, 26 and 30, 1950 (as set out in Serial 294.) were initiated
